HE CENSURED ROCHE SEVERELY 


His Fiery Eloquence Teemed With Bitter 


Words Azamst the Accnsed 


George W. Helter and Judge Roche, 
tbe principals iu the famous trial that 
for more than two weeks bas excited 
great interest not only in Coshocton 
but throughout Ohio, were not in 
their accustomed places when court 
convened Monday morning. Judge Ea- 
son was on the bench, refreshed by a 
day of rest, and the many bright faces 
in the jury box showed the delight 
felt in that part of the courtroom at 
tbe near approach of tbe end.

day they had watched the faces of 
George Heller and Judge Roche as tbe 
story was being unfolded, and day- 
after day they had gone out on the 
street to discuss the stirring scenes

beard at the session "just closed. 
Now they were ready to hear the end, 
and were there to listen to the argu- 
ments as they came from the men 
who have worked as attorneys seldom 
work for their clients it matters little 
how conscientious they may be. For 
great issues ha ye been at stake dur- 
ing this t-ontest and with all the 
strength tbey could command these 
men were striving for victory. 


ATTORNEY RAUSCH 


Opened the Arguments With a Speech For 


Georfe W. Helter. 


Judge Eason excused the jury for 20 
minutes while he read and discussed 
the special charges presented by each 
side. Helter came in during this per- 
iod and was an attentive listener. 
The attorneys found opportunity to 
measure strength in a number of 
sharp contioversies, but Judge Eason 
stopped them with a sharp rap of the 
gavel. The jury was called and Judge 
Eason read tbe special changes, each 
side zook exception to those" refused. 
Judge Eascn announced that because 
of the loss of time he would take 15 
minutes off of each side. Mr. Ruusch 
spoke for (be plaint!!. He said in 
part: 
"Gentlemen of the jury—For two 


long weeks you have beard the testi- 
mony in this case and because I have 
beencriticized for being here I think 
lean be indulged in explaining the 
parti have taken in this case. 
"You have beard that, a charge of 


conspiracy is alleged. But you have 
beard the evidence and you have 
heard the 
honest, straightforward 


manner iu which George W. Helter 
has given his testimony. I ask you 
whether you believe be would be 
guiity of conspiring for tbe debauch- 
ery of his wife, of conspiring to 
extort money from a pauper who has 
neither money nor character. 


-'You have no right i-o regard any- 


tbing as evidence except that which 
has been admitted as evidence in this 
case. 
"Xow you are called upon to pass 


upon the services of this wife to this 
plaintiff, tbe value of her love and af- 
fection, and you are called upon to 
give punishment for the man who 
would invade the home of his 
friend 
and his benefactor. 


"Marriage 
is an institution of 
society having its origin in a civil con- 
tract. My client will be accused for 
bringing this action. But i* you find 
the defendant invaded his home be 
had cause for action. It- was the only 
action he could bring. 
•These doctrines I shall give you are 
the doctrines handed down froniSini's 
height. 
'Thou Shalt not commit 
adultery, thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbor's wife, thou sbalt not bear 
false witness." This wrong strikes at 
the very foundation of society. 
"You must give this plaintiff the 


damages be asks, and you must give 
punishment for thisdefendant so that 
it will not be repeated. The cr.minal 
commits crime secretly. 
He goes 


about it with the stealthy tread of a 
cat in the night time. It is difficult 
to prove, and the law has wisely pro- 
vided that 
we are not compell- 


ed to show it by direct evidence. 
If tbe conduct was such as to lead a 
cautious and discreet man to believe 
they did commit adultery then your 
verdict must be for the plaintiff. 


"The evidence shows that one day 


after the defendant first criminally 
knew Lida M. Heiter her husband 
home. He returned again in October 
and having heard stories of their con- 
duct he confronted them and they al- 
layed bis fears. He came back in De- 
cember and and again confronted 
them. On what Doctor Frew told 
him be concluded bis wife was guil- 
ty. He confronted her again, and she 
confessed her guilt. A few day later 
she made a written confession. It was 
made that he might be protected if 
he sought divorce. He took his wife 
to the depot and bid her a last fare- 
well, and a few days later he com- 
menced this suit. 


"Now 
then. 
She had made an 


oral confession and a .written confes- 


sion, and she was put upon tbe wit-; 
u«&> stand to support that confession.' 
It was against her interest, yet she j 
came here atid told of her intimacy j 
w uh Thomas C. Roche. 
I don't be-1 


lieve she told the whole stor.«, but she I 
told enough to convince 
you that -, 
Roche hah seduced her. 
The story j 
was seared and burned upon her brain,! 
and the most searching cross examin- 
ation to wbicb I have ever listened 
failed to shake it.

falsehood and a truth. 
"Her story is corroborated all the 


way through and not one word is de- 
nied by Thomas C. Roche. 
He did 
not deny it in answer u> our petition. 
'Lida M. Helter was a country girl, 
and when she grew to womanhood she 
was a teacher, and the society with 
which she mingled was tbe plain 
country people. After their marriage 
they worked together as man and wife. 
Seren years ago today they were unit- 
ed in marriage in the little church at 
Sharon, 111. 
They were suited in 
tastes and ambitions, and there was 
no reason why they should not build 
up the ideal American home. Then 
they worked together fitting him for a 
higher position in life. 


When tbey came toCosboctontbey 
came in contact with Thomas C. 
Roche. 
He did not go upon tbe wit- 


noss stand. He had no opportunity to 
show his early life and his connection 
with other women." 
'•I protest; your honor." said Mr. 
Adams. 
"This gentleman has no 
right to goout of the evidence in this 
case." 


Mr. Rausch began to quote the law 


in support of bis posit ion. and Judge 
Eason said tbe character of Judge 
Roche was not in controversy. Cap- 
tain James objected to Mr. Rausch 
arguing with tbe court, but he was 
heard, and Judge Hunt objected on 
tbe ground of unfairness. 
"When Roche began bis race for 


probate judge he became his strong 
personal friend and advisor. The evi- 
dence shows that Jan. 15,1900, Helter 
went out as a traveling salesman, and 
he bad book accounts and notes, and 
Helter arranged with Roche that he 
was to give bis wife assistance in tbe 
collecting of these notes. 
Roche bad 
just completed a canvass or the coun- 
ty and knew practically everybody in 
the county. What better man could 
have been selected to help Mrs. Helter 
in the collection of these notes. 
"Time went oti. The wife went to 
Roche's office on business. There was 
reason that Roche should feel a sense 
of gratitude, and because the husband 
bad such confidence in him there was' 
reason why his wife would have confi- 
dence in him. 
"Heiter left. 
Mrs. Helter called at 
Roche's office. 
Roche was friendly. 
He was friendly before. He talked to 
her about her husband." Judge Hunt 
objected 
to 
Mr. Rausch going 


out of 
the 
evidence, 
and " the 
court instructed 
the 
jury 
to 
to remember tbe evideuce.Mr. Rausch 
continued: 
"Gradually Mr. itoche got a little 
more friendly with her. Then he be- 
gan to -.ell her the story of his unhap- 
py life. He appealed to her womanly 
sympathy. He told her of the home 
he would like to have. He told her he 
bad no evil thought. Be held his 
hand up and said.'As God is my judge 
I have not one evil thought in telling 
you." 


,-He met her on the street. His con- 
duct was the conduct of a gentleman. 
His conversation was pleasant, but 
immediately after Helter bad left he 
had laid a pit for unwary feet- You 
may say she was a married woman 
and should not have hta-d him. but as 
you know there are men who have 
certain mesmeric influences over wo- 
men. 
There was Byron and Captain 
James has quoted Aaron Burr." 


Captain Jamsts interrupted with 
the remark tha£ae had been misquot- 
ed."Roche studied that woman. He 
knew her like an open book. Finally 
he went to her tbe evening of June 
2S. Like tbe serpent in the garden 
he got a little closer. 
He got control 


of her. He started to the door. 
He 


came back and told her he bad no 
evil intent, and where there was no 
evil intent there could be no wrong. 
He appealed to her vanity, her sympa- 
thy, her pride. He told hei of the re- 
lations between himself and his wife. 
He called her attention 
to other 


homes that were happv and he fol- 
lowed her until he accomplished his 
purpose. After that it was easy. He 
poisoned her mind against her hus- 
band, the traveler. He would ar- 
range with his own wife for a divorce, 
and these two would be married. And 
this woman had been won by his ar- 
giimentsand blandishments- Then be 
talked of her divorce but Mrs. Heiter 
said there was no better man than 
her husband. Roche said he would 
hound that husband with detectives 
and she could come into bis court and 
he would grant her a divorce. The 
wife fell. Yet he comes in here, this 
man 44 years of age, a lawyer of your 
town, a former superintendent of 
schools, and claims she followed him 
and seduced him. It is a coward!? 
defense. It was the cowardly defense 
of Adam 6,000 years ago. 
"And her testimony is all cor- 
roborated 
by 
reputable 
witness- 


es who could 
not 
be 
induced 
to 
testify 
to 
a 
falsehood. 
Thomas C. Roche, his mouth shut, 
smiling like a friend, sits here and 
says no word in his own defense. 
He 
sought this woman, worked on her 
sympathies, and seduced her. She bas 
testified when they sat in George W. 
Heller's bedroom that be made her 
promise to hope, work and pray to be- 
come his wife. Yet be says she se- 
duced him. That defense is so cow- 
ardly it should excite the ridicule and 
tbe ire of all who bear it. 
Helter came back and confronted 
Roche who told him it. was a conspir- 
acy entered into by my enemies to 
ruin him. Helter believed the story 
of his frlend.of tbe man whom he bad 


aided. 
Again Helter heard these 
rumors and again lie came back. 
As 


far as true and honorable manhood is 
concerned Roche never possessed it- 
lie is a f.-iend and wrecker of homes 
today. 


"Our witnesses are creditable wit- 
nesses. None of them wanted to tes- 
tify against Roche. H is an unpleas- 
ant case- 
But Mrs. Benseiman said 
she saw other men pats in and out of 
that house.

•'You would think they could make 
no defense, but they have introduced 
t-stimony. His lips are closed. 
He 
says to you in effect •! am guilty. He 
bas run with other women.' Suppose 
that charge is tme, but that does not 
excuse Roche. Yet- he is still entitled 
toajudg men tat your hands. They 
say Mrs. Heller is a bad woman. But 
her character is only in issue from the 
time she was married until she yield 
ed to Thomas C- Roche.

model woman She was a virtuous 
woman and a woman of good charac- 
ter. But if she was not a virtuous wo- 
man Helter is still entitled to a ver- 
dict for Roche bas no right to invade 
her home. 
After recess Mr. Rausca examined 
the evidence of the defense. He bad 
nothing derogatory for W. H. Robin- 
son, Andrew Fisber.Ed Guthrie, T.L.

Baker. David Davis and Mrs.~8arrir.sr- 
er, but he attacked the evidence of 
the others. He went into the rule 
taken by Helter and bis sister. He 
said any testimony to show the suit a 
conspiracy was a fabrication.

Wills he a styled a prostitute and a 
liar Bessie Kistler was given the 
same character. Judge Hunt object- 
ed to the statement that the defense 
bad "dragged through the filth of a 
dozen counties" and wherever a de- 
praved witness could be found she 
was used. 
Mr. Rausch replied with 
the charge that the defense had tak- 
en perjured deposit-ions in Chicago 
and was afraid to present them in 
court. Mr. Adams styled Riusrh a 
pettifogger and advised the court to 
'•give him all the rope he needed, for 
we will cram it down his ihroat." 


Mr. Rausch talked about the Oak 
hotel, the Newark and Mt_ Vernon 
trips, and was called to order by Cap- 
tain James for going out of the testi- 
mony, and urged him to speak the 
truth. 
"See that you speak it when you 
come here." retorted Mr. Rauscb. 


"Never mind me. I'll attend to 
that." 


'•We insist on the court instructing 
Mr. Rausch to tell the truth." said 
Mr. Adams at another point. Judge 
Eason said that liberality was given 
in argument and if the bounds were 
overstepped he would interfere. 
Mr. Rausch attacked the testimony 


of Mrs. Zugschwert and said it was as 
unreasonable and silly and as idiotic 
as it was false. Attorney Merrell 
walked to Mr. Rausch. whispered in 
his ear and in a few minutes he 
closed. 
The other arguments are being 
made this afternoon and it is expect^ 
ed the cas<» will go to the jury th.is 
evening.

Pnt IB More Spice*. 


I have to say also that we need to put 


more spice and enliveument in our reli- 
gious teaching, whether it be in the 
prayer meeting or in the Sunday school 
or ia the church. 
We ministers need 


more fresh air and sunshine in our 
lungs and our heart and our head. Do 
you wonder that the world is so far from 
being converted when you find BO little 
vivacity in the pulpit and ia the pew? 
We want, like the Lord, to plant iu our 
sermons and exhortations more lilies of 
the field. 
We waut fewer rhetorical 


elaborations and fewer sesquipedalian 
words, and when we talk about shadows 
we do not want to say adumbration, and 
when we mean queerness we do not want 
to talk about idiosyncrasies, or if a stitch 
in the back we do not want to talk about 
lumbago: but. in the plain vernacular of 
the great masses, preach that gospel 
which proposes to make all men happy, 
honest, victorious and free. 
In other 


words, we want more cinnamon and less 
gristle. Let this be so in all the differ- 
ent departments of work to which the 
Lord calls us. Let us be plain. Let us 
be earnest. Let us be common sensical. 
When we ta'k to the people in a vernac- 
ular they can understand, they will be 
very glad to come and receive the truth 
we present. Would to God that Queen 
Baikis wouid drive her spice laden drom- 
edaries into all our sermons and prayer 
meeting exhortations! 


More than that, we want more life 


and spice in oar Christian work. 
The 


poor do not 'want so much to be groaned 
over as sung to. 
With -the bread and 


medicines and garments you give them 
let there be an accompaniment of smiles 
and brisk encouragement. Do not stand 
and saik to them about the wretchedness 
of their abode, and the hunger of their 
looks, and the hardness of their lot. Ah. 
they fcni-w it better than yon can teli 
them. Show them the bright side of the 
thing, if there be any bright side. Tel! 
them good times will come. 
Tell then! 


that for the children of God there is im- 
m«rtnl rescue.

When man first discovered how to con- 


rev his thoughts to others by writing, bt 
must have feit the want of some means 
of embellishing his work, and so the art 
of illuminating was begun. The earliest 
work known is the Egyptian papyri, con- 
taining portions of the Ritual, or "Book 
of the Dead." which is ornamented with 
many drawings and colored pictures. Ex- 
cepting the above no other manuscripts 
of aatiquity were, strictly speaking, illu- 
minated. The Greek and Roman manu- 
scripts of the first century that have been 
preserved to the present day were only 
written. 
The oldest illuminated manu- 


scripts. of which there are two. are of th* 
fourth century, the Virgil of the Vatican 
and the Dioscorides of Vienna. These 
are ornamented in the Byzantine style 
with vignettes. 


Through the middle ages, when litera- 


ture was only produced in the form of 
manuscripts, this art was of the greatest 
importance and was highly developed, 
In the different epochs of that period it 
wns marked by great diversities of style 
and appr-ars to have received no less at- 
t"t»tion tbnn aay of the 6ne arts, bat 
whi-n printing superseded written books 
:l!iK;];aa;i:!= languished ead finally be- 
carce extinct- 
This beautiful art baa 


again tx-vn brought into notice, and much 
ho? been produced that might compare 
with that of the medizeval period. — Art 
Amateur.
